The premier said’ that he thought 
the treatment Alberta had received in 
respect to parks was more favorable 
than received by other provinces, by 
reason of there existing such large 
park areas in the province.

|\Why Government 
| Controlled Radio? 


| An English) trade paper complains 
that the middle and laboring classes 
are losing interest in radio and casts 
|around first for an explanation and 
then, if possible, for a remedy. 

The result of an investigation of 
this kind would be profitable to Cana- 
dians at this moment when the Royal 
Qommission which investigated broad- 
casting tn Oanadia, hias just. published 
its repért and recommendation that 
the radio be ‘‘nationalized’’; that, in 
other words, it become a department 
of the Dominion government, a pros- 
pect which is made none the more 
palatable because it is tempsred by 
any such euphemism as ‘‘ operation 
by a nationally owned company.’’ T'..2 
United Kingdom, from whence the 
complaint referred to above emanates, 
is one of the countries where radio 
is broadcast by a ‘‘nationally cwned 
company.’’ Whiat could be more sig- 
nifican® than \‘‘ithe middle and labor- 
ing classes’’ Are losing intérest ? 
| If Canadian radio also becomes the 
monopoly of a nationally owned com- 
pany, owners of sets in this country 
may anticipate that they also will 
have cause to lose interest; for whence 
does the nationally owned company 
anticipate its revenue in order to sup- 
ply the high class programmes: which 
it so cheerfully “promises being able 
to furnisht The Royal Commission’s 
report suggests three sources; License 
fees, rental of time for advertisers, 
and a subsidy from the Dominion 
government, : ' 
| The license fee, now $1, is to be 
jraised to $38, necessarily resulting in 
a steady diminution of the number of 
sets in use. The Commission's estim- 
ate of $900,000 a year from 300,000 
sets, therefore, is needlessly hopeful. 

As less sets came to be used, the 


tractive to the advertiser, especially 
as it is the Canadian equivalent of 
the ‘‘middle and laboring classes’’ 
whom the average advertiser aims to 
ieach. Advertising and the revenue 
therefrom would consequently fall off,

cannot possibly hope to provide the 

one thing they promise—better pro- 

grammes; nor even to maintain a 

standard now offered by privately 

owned stations. The Canadian listen- 
er-in, like his British brother, will 
lose interest, and the whole $3,000,- 

.W high-powered system operated at 

a *‘minimum’’ cost (on the authority 

of the Royal Commission) of $2,600,- 

000 per annum, will become a white 

elejyhant on the public’s hands. The 

cost’ of experiment is appalling, but 
the risk of its gradual failure as seen 
in tlee English experience, is even 

more 80.
